Speech of Senater Pinchbach at 
the Leaisiana State Civil 
Rights Convention. 


We take the following able effort from the 
New Orleans Republican of the 22d ultimo : 
Senator Pinchback mounted the platform 
amidst the cheers and applause of the assem- 
blage. Stepping forward on the stand Senator 
Pinchback proceeded to state that, owing to 
the importance of the occasion, and this 
being an opportunity which seldom presents 
itself for free and eandid expression, he had 
thought it proper, quite contrarily to his 
habits, to have for the occasion a prepared 
address, in which he had reviewed the most 
vital points concerning the obligations that 
this convention was called upon to fulfill. 
After a few words of apology, pronounced 
with that placid and self-possessed manner 
characteristic of the gentleman, Senator 
Pinchback spoke as follows: ;

The temper developed in our present con- 
test reminds me of the bitterness of the op- 
position met by us as a pe 
sion of our enfranchisement. 
Liberated from a bondage terrible in its 
exactions and strong in its age and prejudices 
by the great American people, who were pre- 
pared for this crowning act of their greatness 
by the exigencies of a great war, the ruptured 
political and social relations of 4,000,000 
people placed for solution before the nation 
a problem hitherto unsolved. Four millions 
of former slaves, without property, without 
experience and in their infancy, were sud- 
denly forced to assume the full responsibility 
of full manhood. 

The Republican party, sustained by the 
nation, declared that this people, charged 
with the burdens of manhood, should have 
its prerogatives; they should not only be 
free, but citizens and suffragans, and the 
constitutional amendments and reconstruc- 
tion acts were adopted to render this citizen- 
ship possible and operative. 

Our progress has vindicated the wisdom of 
But we know, nevertheless, 
that the proposition to enfranchise the col- 
ored people of America met with an opposi- 
tion little less bitter than the act of their 
liberation itself. If the necessity of the con- 
stitutional amendments and the acts to 
enforce the same needed vindication addi- 
tional to that already given, it would be 
found in the conduct of the anti-Republican 
party of this State in November last, in which 
those who have heretofore opposed freedom 
to the enslaved and then opposed suffrage to 
the liberated, determined that the sutlrage 
which had been conferred should not be

To the Colored People of the United States 


Brotners: It is true all citizens are wow 
equal before the law; all equal with the ballot; 
all equal in responsibility to the Government. 
The Constitution of the United States bas 
been amended, and every huinan being made 
free within its jurisdiction. These great achieve 
ments are the handiwork of the Kepublican 
party, and through them it has attained a gran 
deur and sublimity of character the world mig!t 
envy. 
Brothers, though all these things be true, yet 
in definance of the law as now constituted, the 
cohorts of tyranny, the votaries of color-preju 
dice, insult, degrade, and outrage, thousands 
with seeming impunity. Men and women, citi 
zens of the United States, are denied the conve- 
nience of the common carriers, denied equal 
accommodations on rail cars, steamboats, and 
stages, refused entertainment at botels, refused 
equal education in public schools for their chil- 
dren, and the hospitalities and civilities of civi- 
lized communities to a great extent denied to 
them. 

These are facts, common to nearly all sections 
of the country, and the strong arm of nations! 
law is needed to eorrect them. The evil is na- 
tional; the remedy must also be national. 

We want Congress to give us a ‘civil rights 
bill,’’ with such penalties as wil! teach humanity 
to the imbruted, and compel the tyrant to loose 
his hold on the poor. a and citizens, come 
from every State. Come in force from every 
State. Come, determined ona purpose. Come 
resolved that freedom shall not be only in nawe, 
but that the practical exercise of the freemen’s« 
; right shall not be limited to the white man, who 
i pays no more taxes, bears no more reaponsibili- 
ties, endures no more hardships, rans no greater 
risks, and is no more patriotic and brave than 
the black. [et every State send a delegation 
that will press on Congress the passage of sacl 
a law as will silence forever these tyrannic as 
sumptions based on color. Our great President, 
great leader, great soldier, great patriot, Gen. 
U.S. Grant, has announced to the world hi. 
pledge to use his influence to accomplish 
this end, He will most surely do his duty 
Brothers, let us rally. Let us speak as with 
one voice, that our lawmakers may feel that 
nothing bat this just and proper remedy will 
bring peace to this land, once rent by slavery, 
whose poison is still shown by those continued 
outrages on the nation’s colored citizens. 

Let us rally in the hope that this united effor. 
may prove so efficient tha: the necessity for a 
distinctive movement may never again exist. 

The time for holding this convention is fixed 
to aceommodate tne Southern people. The 
basis of representation, to be in strict justice to 
a common feeling, has been jimited to twenty 
delegates from each State or Territory.
